Fk and after an initial cycle through all bit sequences, the sequence of 
inserting M1->Mk into frames F1-Fk is repeated. Applicant's explanation is dear but however, as recited in line 5 of independent claim 
39, "repeating the step of inserting at each successive group of K sequential frames" is unclear. It is unclear what being inserted for each 
successive group of K sequential frames, whether K different bit sequences or preceded group of K sequential frames or both, into each 
next successive group of K sequential frames. 
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
